Wise Margin, With Half a Hoof, 
Won the Gulfstream Handicap 


Miami 

This is Derby week at Gulfstream Park. 
and the track is going all out to make it 
a dazzling and exciting period. It is differ- 
ent. of course, from the razzle-dazzle of 
Derby week in Louisville. but some 100 
visiting writers, converging on Miami from 
all sections of the country for the $100,000 
race on Saturday (March 20). will be 
given the full treatment. 

The Florida Derby. at a mile and a fur- 
long, is the last important race of the 
Miami season for 3-year-olds, and the 
winner will be guaranteed at least $100.- 
000. Last year Money Broker. shipped in 
from New Orleans. earned $86.000. The 
race this year is wide open. since there 
are no standouts. As many as 18 3-year- 
olds may start. 

Cain Hoy Stable’s *Turn-to, the Fla- 
mingo Stakes winner and unquestionably 
the only standout horse of the winter here. 
shunned Gulfstream’s rich event, He’s now 
at Keeneland Race Course. where he will 
he prepared for the Kentucky Derby. How- 
ever, Cain Hoy will try to win Saturday’s 
event with two other candidates. Big Crest. 
which won cleverly last week, and Giant 
Cracker, the Hibiscus Stakes winner. 
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FLORIDA

It is unlikely that Hasty Road will be 
a starter. Trainer Harry Trotsek has 
spoofed at reports concerning the colt’s 
complete soundness; while he said that 
last year’s top money-winning 2-year-old 
was in good physical form, he intimated 
that Sea O Erin would be the mainstay 
of Hasty House Farms in the Florida 
Derby. 

We make no attempt to pick the win- 
ner (a hopeless task considering the many 
upsets here this winter). but we will pass 
along the most prominent candidates: 
Maine Chance Farm’s Black Metal. run- 
ner-up to *Turn-to in the Flamingo; R. S. 
Lytle’s California invader. Correlation, 
third in a fine effort on the week-end; 


A. E. Reupen, Harry Trotsex, Mrs. A. E. REUBEN 


Greentree’s blaze-faced Maharajah, the 
Everglades Stakes winner; Woodvale 
Farm’s stretch-running Goyamo, the Ba- 
hamas Stakes winner; Hal Price Headley’s 
Revolt; and Sea O Erin. 

Joe W. Brown’s Bobby Brocato and 
Circle K Farm’s Mighty Ike, trying to 
make like Money Broker, are supposed to 
come from New Orleans for the Hallandale 
race. 

We did not include J. Warfield Rodgers’ 
Duc de Fer among the prominent candi- 
dates because. as far as this department 
is concerned, the colt virtually eliminated 
himself from the Derby when he finished 
fourth in a prep on the week-end. It was 
his first setback in six starts, and it was 
a pretty sorry one at that. He likes to 
bounce to the front and run against the 
bit. On Saturday, he was outrun leaving 
the gate, made one bid on the turn, then 
flattened out. His staying capacity seems 
in question. 


TOPSY-TURVY. Although this winter 
has produced top-rate competition, it must 
be said that form in stakes races has been 
topsy-turvy. As a matter of fact, no horse 
has been able to win two stakes, and the 
upsets have been chiefly among the handi- 


Their fortune is improving. 
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cap performers. This again was demon- 
started on the week-end when Samuel 
Tufano’s Wise Margin, a lightweight (104 
pounds) in the field of 13. captured the 
$50.000-added Gulfstream Park Handicap. 

Wise Margin, turning the mile and a 
quarter in 2:0245. earned his richest 
purse, $44,500. while beating Hasty House 
Farm’s strong-finishing Ruhe (114 pounds) 
by a half-length. W. Arnold Hanger’s *In- 
tencion, a maiden which ran coupled in 
the field with Beasley Stable’s Tryon at 
50 to 1, was a threatening third. a head 
back of Ruhe. Another head back was 
Silver Gale Stable’s pace-making Combat 
Boots. 


Greentree Stable’s Straight Face, the 
favorite, again disappointed. We do not 
know whether his plane trip to Santa 
Anita Park for the Maturity (in which he 
finished fourth) took a lot of steam out 
of him, but he ran as dismally at Gulf- 
stream as he did in the Widener Handi- 
cap, although he did get quite a buffeting 
in the Widener. 

Wise Margin is a son of the beaten 
favorite of the 1942 Widener, Market 
Wise. A home-bred out of an *Isolater 
mare, One Ripple. Wise Margin didn’t 
get to the post as a 2-year-old. He ran 
in allowance races and handicaps last 
year with a 3-2-3 record for 13 starts; 
he won $11,600. In the words of trainer 
Sam Edmundson, he is “getting better all 
the time.” He was fourth to Count Cain 
in the Royal Palm Handicap. then a fast- 
finishing third to Elixir in the McLennan 
Handicap. He raced well in the Widener. 
Like Market Wise. he runs from behind. 

Edmundson has a two-horse stable at 
Tropical, and gallops and hot-walks both. 
The other is Rush Prince, which also won 
on the week-end in Tufano’s silks. 

Wise Margin has only a half-hoof on 
his left fore foot. and he wears a special 
half-plate. It was necessary to cut away 
the hoof because of a quarter-crack, and 
it has never grown back. Because of a 
deficiency of iron, he is being given Com- 
plete Tonic Elixir. He likes oranges, and 
is fed six daily. In fact, the horse will 
eat anything he sees anybody eating out- 
side his stall. Edmundson said he dis- 
covered the horse had “heart” when the 
veterinarian cut away his hoof without 
freezing it. His 70-year-old groom. Jasper, 
has been around the race track all his 
life, and says Wise-Margin is his best. 
Among others, Johnson has rubbed Star 
Master, Motor Cop. and Yellow Hand. 


ANOTHER GRADUATE. Mrs. Louis 
Lazare’s Post Prandial, a gray son of 
Eight Thirty, equaled Gulfstream Park’s 
seven-furlong track record of 1:2234 when 
he beat Goyamo, Correlation, Duc de Fer, 
and three others in the Final Exam Handi- 
cap March 13. He thereby joined the long 
list of former claimers which have vaulted 
to prominence during the winter here. Post 
Prandial is not in the Florida Derby.

He beat Duc de Fer. 


Goyamo’s effort was first-rate. He made 
up about fifteen lengths to finish only a 
half-length back of the fast Lazare colt. 
Correlation, making his first start since 
flying in from the West Coast early in the 
week, also ran a good race, and he'll im- 
prove. 


Post Prandial was claimed by trainer 
W. O. Hicks for the New York sports- 
woman for only $10,000 from George D. 
Widener at Saratoga on August 11, 1953. 
He has been a busy colt this winter; he 
started in ten races, won three. and placed 
in five others. The story is that Hicks had 
written Post Prandial’s entry for the Flor- 
ida Derby, but forgot to file it. At least. 
that’s what Horace, Wade told us. 


AFTER A SLOW START. Harry Trot- 
sek. the gentleman whose horses earned 
more than $1,000,000 in 1953, seems to be 
rolling again. He had a fair meeting at 
Tropical Park. but at Hialeah Park the 
amiable conditioner ran into a slump. 
Hasty Road was his biggest disappoint- 
ment there. In two days Trotsek won a 
pair of stakes at the current Gulfstream 
Park session. with Sea O Erin and Queen 
Hopeful. 


Sea O Erin. a son of *Shannon II— 
*Chantress. by Hyperion. captured the 
Fountain of Youth Handicap in an excel- 
lent performance in muddy going. His mar- 
gin in the mid-week fixture was four 
lengths. Second was W. H. Perry’s Re- 
mand, while another four lengths back 
was L. Schlosser’s Bergeruk. 

Sea O Erin’s big win in 1953 was in 
the Prairie State Stakes. His race at Hia- 
lear, before the Fountain of Youth. was 
impressive. too. On that occasion, he fin- 
ished third to Duc de Fer and Hasty Road. 
after having been caught in tight quarters 
near the eighth-pole.

Charity? 


Charity days at California race tracks 
were defended and attacked last week in 
hearings before an Assembly subcommittee 
investigating California racing. 

Last week’s hearings were devoted to 
the southern California tracks—Santa 
Anita Park. Hollywood Park, and Del 
Mar Race Course. Last month, the same 
committee held hearings on the northern 
California tracks—Bay Meadows, Golden 
Gate Fields. and Tanforan race track. The 
committee is gathering information to de- 
termine if the law permitting charity days 
should be revised. 

Defending the race tracks were George 
J. O’Brien, a director and secretary-treas- 
urer of the Santa Anita Foundation; Rob- 
ert E. King. treasurer and comptroller of 
the Foundation: and Herbert Kunzel. vice- 
president of Del Mar. 


O’Brien said that he thought the State 
should waive its taxes on charity days. 
“If we’re going to have charity days, let’s 
have charity days and not have the State 
insist on its tax cut before any money 
goes to the beneficiaries,” he said. Brown 
agreed that there should be an official 
definition of what constitutes a charity. but 
he added. “The definition should not be 
too closely drawn.” 

King and Kunzel presented financial 
statements for the charity foundations of 
their tracks. King said that $6,207.000 
had been raised for charity at Santa 
Anita since 1934. when the track opened. 
Kunzel reported that Del Mar had con- 
tributed $93.150 to charity during the 
last year. 

The committee heard a different story 
the next day. when Alfred B. Fiske testi- 
fied. Fiske. who recently was fired as sec- 
retary of the California Racing Board. 
said, “Charity is well intended, but is the 
most abused thing in racing. The tracks 
are being licensed to give away the 
people’s monev. They're not giving a cent 
of their own.” 

Fiske suggested that charity days be 
abolished. and that the tracks be made to 
give 5 per cent of their profits to charity. 

Fiske’s charges brought a quick denial 
from Dr. Charles H. Strub. executive vice 
president of the Los Angeles Turf Club. 
which owns and operates Santa Anita 
Park. Dr. Strub pointed out that Santa 
Anita was not “licensed to give away the 
people’s money.” The Santa Anita Founda- 
tion, a non-profit corporation, “distributes 
100 per cent” of the profits realized from 
charity days at Santa Anita. he said. 

Dr. Strub also challenged  Fiske’s 


charge that the tracks were not “giving 
a cent of their own money.” Said Dr. 
Strub: “Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc.. con- 


tributions to accredited organizations from 
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Dr. CHARLES STRUB 
100 per cent charity. 


its own funds have amounted to $1,918,- 
138.85 up to November 30, 1953. This does 
not include a report on the 1954 fiscal 
year not yet completed.” 


After thinking over Fiske’s charges. Dr. 
Strub elaborated on Santa Anita’s position 
in the charity squabble. His statement: 


“It is apparent that the statements made 
by Mr. Fiske were those of a disgruntled 
and vindictive person. He stands dis- 
credited both by the California Horse 
Racing Board, which dismissed him, and 
by the State Personnel Board. which up- 
held his removal from office. 


“Mr. Fiske expressed himself in out- 
right falsehoods and in half-truths. Ordin- 
arily, I would not be disposed to reply to 
such assertions, but because of the damage 
that could be done to the charity racing 
program and racing in California. I feel I 
should do so, 

“Santa Anita Foundation is a non-profit 
corporation, which distributes 100 per cent 
profits realized. Los Angeles Turf Club. 
Inc., does not distribute the charity money 
and does not make any profit directly or 
indirectly on these charity days. 

“Each year Santa Anita Foundation 
makes substantial distributions to all the 
Community Chests in Los Angeles County. 
Orange County, San Bernardino County. 
Riverside County. Ventura County and 
Santa Barbara County. Other organizations 
participating in these distributions include 
the American Red Cross, American Can- 
cer Society. Inc.; Los Angeles County 
Heart Association, the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. Federation of 
Jewish Welfare Organizations of Los An- 
geles, the Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Los Angeles, Boy Scouts of America, Girl 
Scouts of the United States of America 
and other recognized organizations. 


“Arrangements are now in progress for 


the construction of a complete medical re- 
search laboratory for the Childrens Hos- 
pital Society of Los Angeles, for which the 
Santa Anita Foundation is making contri- 
butions in excess of $750,000. It raises the 
question to Mr. Fiske, ‘Does he consider 
these “real” charities?’ 

“Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc.. contribu- 
tions from its own funds have amounted 
to $1.918.138.85 up to November 30, 1953. 
It does not include a report on 1954 fiscal 
year not yet completed. 

“Mr. Fiske’s other accusations against 
Santa Anita Park and California racing 
are equally, if not more so, without founda- 
tion of fact or truth.” 


Longacres Stakes 


Six stakes and 28 other features have 
been announced for the summer meeting 
at Longacres race track, Seattle, Wash. 
The stakes program is headed by the 
$10,000-added Longacres Mile, which will 
be run August 29. The overnight features 
include 11 races for $5,000, four races 
for $4,000, one for $3.000. and 12 for 
$2,000. The stakes:

Ascot Park Purses 


Feature races for the 1954 meeting at 
Ascot Park. Akron, Ohio, were announced 
last week by Henry Green, director of 
operations for Ascot. The program is head- 
ed by the Ascot Gold Cup. to be run 
May 29. Green inaugurated the Gold Cup 
in 1941 with a $400 purse, This year. it 
will be worth $14,000. 

Fourteen other features will be run. 
none of which will be stakes. Purses for 
the other features will range from $1,300 
to $5,000, with only one race, the Ascot 
Victory Plate. at the top figure. 


Business Good in Kentucky 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission 
issued its 1953 report last week. Betting 
at the three Kentucky tracks—Churchill 
Downs. Keeneland Race Course, and Dade 
Park—totaled $41,660.990, which was 
$5,617.325 more than in 1952, Attendance 
was up 130,145, from 622,831 to 752,976. 
There were 84 days of racing in Kentucky 
in 1952, 87 in 1953. 

Revenue to the State increased from 
$1,076,929 to $1.227.245. More than 80 
per cent of the total ($1,003,053) was

from a 3 per cent tax on pari-mutuel bet- 
ting; the remainder was from admission 
taxes and license fees. 

Kentucky’s share will be considerably 
larger this year. The present legislature 
passed a bill which increased the pari- 
mutuel tax to 4 per cent, and removed the 
tax exemption of Keeneland, a non-profit 
track. 


Extra Day for Laurel 


Laurel Race Course last week was 
granted an extra day for its spring meet- 
ing. Laurel now will open on Saturday, 
March 20, instead of Monday, March 22, 
as originally scheduled. 

The Maryland legislature and the Mary- 
land State Racing Commission approved 
Laurel’s request for an extra day because 
the track had to cancel one of its 1953 
racing days because of a heavy snow storm. 


Jamaica Stakes Closings 


The Metropolitan Jockey Club, which 
operates Jamaica race track, has an- 
nounced early closings for the Frizette 
and the Remsen Stakes, to be run at the 
Jamaica fall meeting. Each will have a 
purse of $30,000, but, with the futurity- 
type conditions, each will have a gross 
value of more than $65,000. 

The Frizette, for 2-year-old fillies, and 
the Remsen, for 2-year-old colts, will re- 
place the Demoiselle and East View 
Stakes, 2-year-old features run at the Em- 
pire City fall meeting. (Empire City does 
not have dates this year). Jamaica has run 
the Frizette and Remsen each fall for 
several years, but never with an early 
closing date. 

Nominations for each will close on April 
1, with a payment of $25. An additional 
$100 will be required before August 15, 
and starters must pay $500 more. 
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On the Safe Side 


Members of the Ohio State Racing Com- 
mission on March 16 visited all labora- 
tories in the Cleveland area which they 
thought might be adequate for running 
saliva and urine tests for Ohio race tracks. 
After the inspection, they would decide 
which laboratory would get the commis- 
sion’s business. 

Said chairman Zoltan Gombos: “This 
represents an annual expenditure of 
$30,000 to $40.000—or even more. In case 
something should go wrong with the firm 
that we employ, I don’t want the other 
members of the commission pointing to me 
or any one of us and saying, ‘You hired 
the laboratory; it’s all your fault.” 

To be on the safe side, Gombos invited 
all commissioners and any racing writers 
interested, 


Arlington’s Hurdle Stakes 


The annual Arlington Park Hurdle 
Stakes will be run June 25, according to 
an announcement this week by Ar- 
lington Park. The race, which will carry 
a purse of $3,500 added, is for 4-year-olds 
and up which have started on the Midwest 
Hunts circuit. Nominations will close 


April 19. 


Turner to Bowie 


John P. Turner Jr. has been named 
racing secretary fer the spring meeting at 
Bowie race track in Maryland. He replaces 
John B. Campbell, who was forced to 
give up the Bowie job because of a con- 
flict in dates with the New York racing 
season. 

Turner serves as racing secretary at 
two of the New Jersey tracks. Monmouth 
Park and Atlantic City, and is director of 
racing at Pimlico race track. 


Wrangle in Detroit 


The wrangle over Detroit’s proposed 
fourth race track continued this week 
when a track official refused to be placed 
under oath while testifying before a State 
Senate committee. Sen. Frank. Andrews 
said, “This means we [the Senate com- 
mittee] probably will go ahead on the 
proposal to get the facts on Michigan 
racing, once and for all.” 

Michigan racing has been in a turmoil 
since the formation of the Michigan Thor- 
oughbred Turf Club early in February. 
This organization, should it get the only 
track franchise still available in Detroit. 
would build a track at Flat Rock. Mich.. 
about 20 miles south of Detroit. Its appli- 
cation has been opposed strongly by De- 
troit Race Course, Hazel Park. and North- 
ville Downs. 

Shortly after the MTTC was formed. a 
bill was introduced in the Michigan Sen- 
ate by Sen. George Higgins which would 
limit the numbers of tracks within a 30- 


mile radius of Detroit to those already 
operating. 

First hearings on the Higgins bill, which 
soon turned into a general investigation 
of local racing. were held in late Febru- 
ary. At that time. Henry C. Murray, at- 
torney for the MTTC. said that Hazel 
Park makes “up to 25 per cent” profit 
and that Detroit Race Course makes “8 or 
9 per cent” profit. 

The figure for Detroit Race Course was 
disputed by George Haggarty, executive 
vice-president of the track, who placed the 
profit figure at 4 per cent. 

Because of the wide discrepancies in 
figures offered the committee, several mem- 
bers suggested that track officials be placed 
under oath when testifying before the 
committee. 

The Higgins bill was killed by the com- 
mittee. but Sen. Perry Greene, chairman 
of the committee, thought the track officials 
should furnish more facts about Michigan 
racing. This week, Murray re-appeared 
before the committee, but he refused to 
allow himself to be placed under oath. 

Before this week’s hearing, Detroit Race 
Course and the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Turf Club apparently had agreed upon a 
joint statement which said that the differ- 
ences between the testimonies of their re- 
spectives were “honest mistakes.” How- 
ever, this statement was not presented to 
the committee by Murray. 

Michigan racing commission James 
Inglis said that he would not act upon 
the MTTC application until the legislature 
has completed any investigation it wishes 
to make.

The handicap champion and “horse of 
the year” in 1953 had shown such lag- 
gardly interest in becoming a parent that 
Greentree’s manager Clarkson Beard had 
announced some weeks ago that the horse’s 
stud service was being “postponed.” The 
results of his first covers were “very en- 
couraging,” but Beard preferred to wait 
a few days longer before issuing a definite 
statement to owners of mares which pre- 
viously had been booked for the 1954 


season. 


The Poet to Michigan 


Maine Chance Farm’s 8-year-old_ stal- 
lion The Poet, by Pensive out of Estoril, 
by Stimulus, has been leased to Carney 
Matheson’s Dama Farm Stables, Howell, 
Mich., for the 1954 breeding season, The 
Poet left Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift 
Farm last week. 

The Poet raced three years. from 1949 
through 1951, during which he started 13 
times, won two races and $8.525. Last year 
was his first in stud, 

The Poet was bred by Combs and sold 
as a yearling in the 1947 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales for $15,000 to Lester Manor 
Stable. He did all of his racing for Maine 
Chance Farm. 


Miss Dodo Dies 


The good producer Miss Dodo, a 19- 
year-old mare by Man o’ War out of 
Cresta, by Whisk Broom II, died in her 
stall March 6 at Mr. and Mrs. Taylor 
Hardin’s Newstead Farm, Upperville, Va. 
She was carrying a foal to Roman at the 
time of her death, and was due to foal in 
“a couple of weeks.” 

An autopsy revealed hemorrhages in 
the uterus. The foal, had he lived, would 
have been a big colt, the Hardins said. 

Miss Dodo was the dam of seven good 
winners, including the stakes winner Com- 
bat Boots. She had been booked to *En- 


deavour II this year: her place will be

taken by the Newstead mare Curfew Time 
(*Sickle out of After Dark), which re- 
cently foaled a filly by Sun Again. 
Hardin said Miss Dodo’s 1952 foal, a 
filly by Grand Admiral. would be raced 
this year under Mrs. Hardin’s colors, 
Destined for the Saratoga sales last year, 
the filly hurt herself at the farm and was 
held out of the sales and put in training. 


Auntie Saved for Breeding 


Auntie, an 8-year-old mare by Time Sig- 
nal—Aunt Bruce, by *King Bruce, and 
winner of more than $100,000 in five sea- 
sons of racing, broke down at Santa Anita 
Park on March 2. She fractured a sesa- 
moid bone, but veterinarians reported that 
she could be saved for breeding. 

Bred and owned by S. S. Barrett. of 
Ryan, Okla.. Auntie started 105 times, won 
39 races. and earned $110,842, She raced 
primarily at the smaller Western tracks 
because Barrett liked to stay close to his 
ranch. However, when she moved to the 
big tracks. she did well. At the Santa 
Anita meeting this year. she won a six- 
furleng allowance race in 1:10, and was 
beaten a neck in the Santa Maria Handi- 
cap. 

Barrett told THe BLoop-Horse’s Robert 
Hebert six weeks ago that Auntie was 
through with the bush tracks. He said he 
would keep her on the West Coast. where 
she would stay in training as long as she 
was sound and able to win about $15,000 
a year, 


Round View, Not *Rounders 


In a story on Hedgewood Stud (THE 
Bioop-Horse of March 6, page 596), a 
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list of the stallions standing at Hedgewood 
incorrectly included *Rounders. At last 
report, *Rounders was standing at Ray 
Lawson’s Ballymena Stud, Oakville, On- 
tario.

Three stallions now stand at Hart’s 
farm, They are Lucky Oscar, 5, by Easy 
Mon—Nectarine, by *Bull Dog; Mia Mia, 
14, by Malimou—Cogay, by *Cohort; and 
Big Brass. 7, by War Admiral—Gala 
Belle, by *Sir Gallahad III. 


*Plover Dies 


*Plover. a 12-year-old stallion by Water- 
bird—La Baronesa, by Perfect Son, died 
recently at F, Ronald Graham’s Lavender 
Stock Farms. Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, where he had been standing since his 
retirement to stud in 1950. 

*Plover was bred in Argentina. where 
he raced through his 3-year-old season. 
He did not start at two, but won all six 
of his starts at three, including the Premio 
Maipu. Premio General Alvear. and Pre- 
mio Adolfo and Rufino Luro. 

Brought to the United States in 1946 
by Louis B. Mayer, *Plover never dis- 
played top form here. When Mayer dis- 
persed his racing stable, *Plover was sold 
for $32.000 to Graham. His first crop got 
to the races in 1952, and included the 
stakes winner Plover Call. He also had a 
2-year-old stakes winner last year, Chants 


Affair. 


Kenney Buys Lenore

The Ps Have It at Columbia: 
Results of Palmetto Trials 


CoLuMBIA, S. & 


In last year’s Palmetto Trials a good- 
sized crowd enjoyed a: fine day of hirsch- 
racing. There were seven races. and Max 
Hirsch trained four of the winners. all 
stakes-class horses. Three of his winners 
were 3-year-olds with their best develop- 
ment still ahead of them—Level Lea, By 
Zeus, and the filly Spinning Top. 

Hirsch made no admission, in the 1954 
trials, run March 13, of harboring any 
such incipient racing talent. He won one 
of the five races, with Frank Hampton’s 
2-year-old filly by Prophets Thumb out of 
Two Bells, dam of the high-class mare 
Spanish Cream. but disclaimed having 
anything in his big stable likely to blos- 
som this year for the first time. This was 
not enough to make anyone downright 
miserable; a year ago it would not have 
occurred to Hirsch that By Zeus would 
win the $100,000-added San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicap or anything approaching 
it, 


Ordinarily the trials at Columbia and 
Aiken have no such prediction value as 
they showed in 1953. They serve mainly 
to furnish short tests of speed just before 
the horses are shipped to northern racing 
centers and to provide an afternoon of 
entertainment for the community. In Co- 
lumbia they serve also to provide funds 
through which the Junior League puts up 
a substantial share of the cost of main- 
taining a well staffed speech and hearing 
clinic. 


With the weather perfect and the tem-

perature in the seventies, the Junior 
League, using radio, television, and news- 
papers to beat customers out of the bushes, 
and Virgie serving breakfast in five or six 
shifts, brought out a crowd of more than 
three thousand and yielded a gate of about 
$7.000, plus whatever extras would come 
from programs and concessions. 


Horsewise, the trials demonstrated that 
superintendent Edward Donahue had the 
training track as fast as it was likely to 
be made and that several of the Columbia- 
trained stables intended to “light run- 
ning” ‘when they landed in Maryland. New 
York, New Jersey, and other racing cen- 
ters about to open. The results: 


1. The Errard King, 2-year-old colts and geld- 
ings, two furlongs.

Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield Farm horses 
scored the most impressive victories. The 
3-year-old Rosemont colt I Que won by 
four lengths and ran the half-mile in a 
fast 48 seconds in the Governor’s Handi- 
cap. In the last race Ifa Body and the 
Bowie Kindergarten Stakes winner I Ap- 
peal were lapped at the finish, and half 
a dozen lengths clear of the third horse. 
The time was a fifth of a second slower 
than the “track record” credited to I Que. 

There was an unnamed mule race which 
should have been called The Shenanigan, 
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It was won by Shrimpie, a pony straight 
out of the funny papers (Ken Kling’s Joe 
and Asbestos), but the presiding steward. 
F. Ambrose Clark, disqualified him on the 
ground that close inspection indicated that 
he was a non-mule. Shrimpie was dis- 
suaded from making a counter-claim that 
Clark was a non-steward, and thus lost 
the rich purse, an imaginary $50,000. The 
mules all ran in the same direction, thus 
complimenting starter Eddie Blind and 
disillusioning everybody else. 
Between-race attractions included the 
8th Infantry Division Band from Fort 
Jackson; the appearance of Gov. James 
Byrnes with Bernard Baruch, who had 
flown from Washington for the occasion: 
and workouts of the Kentucky Derby eli- 
gibles Hassayampa and High Gun in one 
set and To Market and Level Lea in an- 
other. Return of the hefty To Market to 
the races is not yet past the doubtful 
stage. Level Lea looked as good as he 
is. perhaps for the first time in his life. 
(One horseman gave a rather positive 
opinion that John S. Phipps’ son of Bull 
Lea and Level Best would prove himself 
capable of beating Native Dancer.) 


Jockeys William Boland. Bennie Green. 
and Jim Nichols came from Florida. where 
they might have been making money. on 
a horseman’s holiday. Riding in the trials. 
Boland explained. wasn’t work, it was va- 
cation, The hazards were the same. how- 
ever. A shying 2-year-old spilled him on 
the track after finishing second in the 
first race. 


The public address system broke down. 
as usual. before the first race, but was 
put in order in time for Bryan Field to 
call the last three. These were chore 
enough, since most of the stables training 
at Columbia brought no racing silks, and 
any rider without colors was furnished by 
patriarch Max Hirsch with a King Ranch 
blouse. The running W’s were all over the 
place. 


THE NEIGHBORS. The trials at Aiken, 
South Carolina’s largest winter training 
colony, will be run Wednesday, March 24. 
At Camden, where the stables are filled to 
capacity with horses trained by Charles 
Shaw, James E. Ryan. Sylvester Veitch (C. 
V. Whitney), Thomas M. Waller. and 
others, there are no spring trials. Cam- 
den’s principal racing fixture is the Caro- 
lina Cup, to be run April 3. By that time 
virtually all the flat runners wintered in 
the State will have migrated north.

cluded that he had adequate excuses in these and 
made him favorite for the Gulfstream Park Handi- 
cap.

The Fountain of Youth Handicap was expected

New Stakes at Lincoln Fields; 
Tallies for Illinois Breeders 


CHICAGO 

A few weeks ago, when Lincoln Fields 
announced a new stakes race, to be known 
as the Dixie Handicap, some of the asso- 
ciation’s old friends winced in apprehen- 
sion, The name was an unfortunate and 
inappropriate choice, in view of the fact 
that Pimlico’s 
was one of the oldest and best known 
stakes in America. The Pimlico manage- 
ment, much perturbed, filed a protest, to 
which Lincoln Fields yielded. 

It was announced last week that the 
new stakes will be known as the La Salle 
Handicap. The new name is excellent, 
most appropriate for a race in Illinois. 
In fact, it is a revival of a name formerly 
used at Lincoln Fields. in the late years 
of the regime of Col. Matt Winn, who had 
big consideration for tradition. 

In mitigation for Lincoln Fields’ earlier 
action it should be pointed out that some 
of the persons who now control the des- 
tinies of that association are quite new at 
the business and are unfamiliar with Turf 
history. Lincoln Fields is located on the 
Dixie Highway (U. S. Route 41). one of 
the oldest improved roads in America; it 
follows, north from Danville, Ill.. a trail 
laid out by Gordon S. Hubbard, when that 
famous Indian trader was employed by 
John Jacob Astor’s American Fur Com- 
pany in the early years of the 19th cen- 
tury. (This was before the Pottawatomies 
finally put out their camp fires, called their 
dogs, and, with sad hearts, moved west- 
ward to Kansas, where they could look 
farther and see less than any other place 
on the continent.) 

As many already know, Pimlico’s Dixie 
Handicap was an outgrowth of the Dinner 
Party Stakes, which Preakness won in 
1870 and which was won subsequently by 
four other sons of Lexington (Harry Bas- 
sett, Tom Bowling, Tom Ochiltree. and 
Duke of Magenta). and by such other im- 
mortals as Crickmore, George Kinney, and 
Hanover in later years when it was run 
as the Reunion Stakes. Winners of the 
Dixie Handicap include Sarazen (twice), 
Equipoise, Whirlaway, Armed, and As- 
sault. 

Few names are more permanently identi- 
fied with Illinois than that of the famous 
French explorer, Rene Robert Cavelier 
Sieur de La Salle, who took possession of 
a vast empire in mid-America in the name 
of Louis XIV. La Salle’s name has been 
given to Chicago’s principal financial 
street, to a county and city in Illinois, to

banks, hotels, and many other places and 
enterprises in this State. 

In 1937, when his American Turf Asso- 
ciation controlled Lincoln Fields, Col. 
Winn established a stakes which he called 
the La Salle, at a mile and _ three-six- 
teenths. Excepting 1939, it was renewed 
annually through 1949. It has been won 
by some tolerably good horses, including 
Mucho Gusto, Shot Put, Equifox, Aletern, 
Historian, Take Wing, and Eternal Re- 
ward. 

The revival of the La Salle Handicap 
(although now six furlongs) will be a 
welcome addition to the stakes schedule 
when the Lincoln Fields association re- 
opens its rebuilt home track at Crete this 
spring for the first time since 1942, 


ILLINOIS-BREDS. Elmo Jordan. pres- 
ident of the Illinois Thoroughbred Breed- 


ers Association, is making a slow re- 
covery from a broken neck suffered in a 
fall from a hay loft last October. Still 
confined to his home and now wearing a 
steel brace, he has spent part of his time 
turning out reports to members of the 
association. 

One of these reports include a roster of 
23 stallions owned by association mem- 
bers and standing in Illinois, (Horses 
owned by non-members are not listed). 
Too late an arrival to be placed on the 
roster is War Dog (*Bull Dog—Flying 
Shot, by *Omar Khayyam), purchased re- 
cently by Harry Edwards, of Mt. Vernon. 

Illinois-bred horses won 113 races in 
the State in 1953, and their breeders col- 
lecting $16,398.25 in breeder awards (10 
per cent of winning purses). 

Leading Illinois-bred winner was the 2- 
year-old filly Jay Jay Gee (Littletown— 
Alwick). owned and bred by Woodview 
Farm, and winner of the Miss America 
Stakes, in which she beat Queen Hope- 
ful. Among the leaders were the 5-year-old 
Wild Teddy, bred by D. B. Whitehouse 
and the late C. A. Whiteside, and the 3- 
year-old Paralyte, bred by Mrs. Paul Ser- 
dar, wife of the chairman of the Illinois 
Racing Board. 

An important ruling was made by State

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Sidney Glass’ Grange Farm 


by Warren Schweder 


Sidney Glass was born in northern Ire- 
land 55 years ago. His father was a far- 
mer, and from him he learned the fable 
that work won’t hurt a man. In 1918, 
young Glass packed off with a British 
regiment, traveled through most of the 
Far East doing construction work with 
a band of Army engineers. His Army stint 
done, and not enough of the world visited. 
he took a relaxing job with the Standard 
Oil Company, which assigned him to an 
exploration team working in_ Bolivia, 
Brazil, and Argentina. 

In 1933 Glass came to the U. S. He 
did some “pick-and-shovel” work with a 
construction company in California, mar- 
ried, began accumulating a savings ac- 
count, finally bought Grange Farm near 
West Chester, Pa. There he settled to 
raise good horses and a fine son. 

The good horses, of course, didn’t come 
easy or early; their predecessors at 
Grange Farm were “hacking horses.” 
which the Glasses bought and sold, some- 
times for profit, and rented out to others 
in the community. The Glasses were talk- 
ing about this beginning one night not 
long ago, getting the same pleasure a 
man does from remembering his first Ford. 

“Some of them weren’t worth $50,” 
Glass said. 

“Some of them weren’t worth $35,” said 
Mrs. Glass, who recognizes a dollar and 
a good horse as well as anyone else. 

“That's all right.” he said. “We 
learned.” 

They learned well. Today the Glasses 
have one of ihe most picturesque and trim 


Thoroughbred farms in Pennsylvania’s. 


horse belt. 


A BUSINESS. Some of the most beau- 


tiful farm land in the U. S. is in Chester 
County. It’s a good rolling land, rich in 
grass, abundant in trees, and laced with 
streams. Dotted over the countryside are 
hundreds of old homes, nearly all faced 
with crudely cut stone made richer by 
two-hundred years of weathering. 

Glass owns 110 acres of this good land 
not more than two miles out of West 
Chester, and he leases another 100 about 
five minutes from the home place. The 
place he owns was once a dairy farm, and 
Glass spent a lot of sweat making it over. 
He put up fencing, remodeled barns, 
spread enough white paint to cover the 
U. S. S. New York. Because expenses were 
important, he did most of the work him- 


self, Grange farm employs only one hired 
hand. 

Glass is in the Thoroughbred business 
to make money; he is a market breeder. 
and his living depends on horses which 
will be acceptable at Saratoga. For this 
reason, Grange Farm is run as a business. 
not a hobby, and such things as feed. 
and labor, and other costs are watched 
as closely as possible. Because he figures 
that a horse is worth more to him, for 
example, than five acres of corn or ten 
acres of alfalfa, he does not use any of 
his land to grow feed. 

Hay is bought from hucksters (Glass 
prefers a 50-50 mixture of timothy and 
clover). The only other feed he uses 


THE SIDNEY GLASSES OF GRANGE FARM 
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is Derwood Crunch, a commercial prepar- 
ation which Glass believes contains every- 
thing a horse needs and which he has 
found cheaper than other commercial and 
farm feeds he has tried. 

Derwood Crunch, manufactured by Der- 
wood Mills, of Derwood, Md., is labeled 
to contain 15 per cent protein, 4 per cent 
fat. and 10 per cent fiber. Its ingredients 
are ground oats, ground wheat, standard 
wheat middlings, yellow corn meal, soy- 
bean oil meal, peanut oil meal, dehy- 
drated alfalfa meal. linseed oil meal, con- 
densed fish solubles. molasses, Vitamins 
A and D, riboflavin supplement, yeast, 
calcium carbonate. and iodized salt. 

He starts giving foals feed of their 
own at about three months, weans at 
four or five months. All stock gets hay 
and crunch, adult horses about eight 
quarts a day. 

“T feed to a clean tub, If a horse cleans 
it up, I'll give him more next time,” Glass 
said. 

Glass feeds twice a day, at 7 a. m, and 
at 5 p. m., and he feels that regularity 
is important. 

Each field at Grange Farm is cut by a 
running stream, so water is not a problem. 


PARASITE CONTROL. When pheno- 
thiazine first came on the market, Glass 
adopted it at once, giving half-therapeutic 
doses once each month. About four years 
ago, he decided to use the low-level treat- 
ment (21 days on. nine off), and he’s 
been using this method ever since with 
no complaints. 

Fecal counts are made regularly. Older 
horses are examined once a year. and 
foals are tested every three months. He 
treats whiteworms and bots with carbon 
disulfide, either in a ball or with a stomach 
tube. He prepares horses for this treat- 
ment by drawing them for 24 hours, 
After treatment, each horse gets approx- 
imately four ounces of mineral oil. then 
is put back on a regular diet. 

Stalls are cleaned out each day. and 
the manure is collected weekly by mush- 
room growers who exchange “top soil.” 
in which they have grown a crop of mush- 
rooms, for the new manure. Droppings in 
the fields are dragged with a chain harrow. 

An integral part of the parasite-control 
program is cattle, and Glass maintains a 
constant herd of about 65. Since the fields 
are large, the cattle are allowed to run 
with the horses. 


THE MARES. To the voices raised on 
behalf of the importance of racing per- 
formance of broodmare prospects, you can 
add that of Sidney Glass. And he has a 
loud voice. 

In his judgment. performance on the 
race track is more important than either 
conformation or pedigree. Of the latter 
considerations, he would give preference 
to conformation, Glass is a practical man. 
however, and is quick to note that com- 
promises usually are made in favor of 


the buyer’s bank account; but, when- 
ever there is a choice to make, he’d make 
it in favor of performance. 


As a practical man, he would keep a 
barren mare the second year, but no 
longer. If someone else wishes to board a 
retired mare at Grange Farm, the Glasses 
probably would put her up. If someone 
else is willing to pay board bills on a 
mare with an unpredictable record at 
stud, that’s all right, too, but Grange Farm 
can’t afford the luxury of patience with 
its own stock. 


At last count, Glass had eight of his 
own broodmares on the place, was board- 
ing many others. 

His mares are Africaine (brown, 1947, 
by *Jacopo—Springbok, by Pompey). All 
Quiet (brown, 1944, by Unbreakable— 
Peace. by *Stefan the Great), Bullperin 
(dark bay, 1943, by *Bull Dog—Perini. 


by My Play), Empty Plate (bay. 1940, by. 


Sweep All—Jemima Lee. by General Lee). 
Go Lock (roan, 1946, by Warlock—Miss 
Goshen, by *Kiev), Judy’s Girl (chestnut. 
1943, by Teddy’s Comet—Miss Briar, by 
*Sun Briar), Pony Ballet (chestnut, 1939. 
by Theatrical—Park. by *Wrack). and 
Stall Walker (brown, 1943, by Bimelech—- 
Pansy Walker. by *Sir Gallahad ITI). 
Several of these mares had respectable 
racing careers, and one of them. Pony 
Ballet, won the Polly Drummond Stakes 
and was third in the Schuylerville Stakes. 
Sidney Glass believes that nothing suc- 
ceeds like nature. For that reason, he 
keeps his mares out as much as possible, 
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winter and summer, and puts them up 
only when the weather is miserably hot 
or cold. He does not hold with many med- 
icines, and does not give his mares medi- 
cine unless a veterinarian says to. 


Neither does he assist in the foaling op- 
eration. He prefers to allow a mare to 
foal in her own time, in her own way, and 
he keeps hands off unless the mare ob- 
viously is in trouble. After the foal is 
weaned he “occasionally” treats the mare’s 
bag with camphorated oil, usually mas- 
sages the bag to keep it loose and to make 
the mare more comfortable. At the same 
time, he keeps her outdoors, cuts her feed 
down, to help her milk dry up. 


THE STALLIONS. In the stallion. Glass 
rates pedigree and racing class, in that 
order, over conformation. And, if he were 
to buy a stallion, he would not be en- 
thusiastic about one older than 15. He 
wouldn’t breed more than 25 mares to a 
stallion during his first season. 


Of all the stock on the place, only the 
stallions are kept in most of the time. 
They are groomed each day, and are 
turned out for an hour, maybe an hour and 
a half. 

Glass is standing Yildiz and Colony 
Boy. Colony Boy, an 11-year-old horse 
by Eight Thirty out of Heritage, by *Phar- 
amond II, won the Walden Stakes of 1945, 
and was third in the Pimlico Futurity. 
He had his first winners in 1950. Yildiz. 
a chestnut son of *Mahmoud and Ace 


Card. by Case Ace, retired from racing 
last year. He won the Flamingo Stakes 
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in 1951, the Brandywine Handicap in 
1952. This will be his first season in stud. 


WOMAN’S WORK. Mrs. Glass does 


the inside work. She is bookkeeper, record 


keeper, wife, mother. and social secretary. 

She also is a patient woman, not often 
rattled by detail. But one of the details 
she abhors is filling out registration papers 
for The Jockey Club. In this she is not 
alone, of course. but there is little comfort 
in knowing this. 

Among other things. she is responsible 
for Grange Farm’s breeding contracts. 
After trying several imposing contracts. 
she settled on as brief a form as she 
could devise. In not more than 200 words. 
the contract calls for the name of the ap- 
plicant, the name of the mare. the neces- 
sary dates, and the usual cautions concern- 
ing diseases and veterinarians’ certificates. 
Mrs. Glass likes to keep things simple. 

She finds her husband an easy man to 
work for, since he leaves her alone to get 
the job done. When she is at the desk. 
busy with records, he thouchtfully stays 
in the living room, in a chair in which 
napping comes easy. When he feels like 
being meddlesome. he sits behind her in 
a chair by the window and sips on a bour- 
bon and water. This suits Mrs. Glass. for 
she would rather do her work in her own 
way. And she knows that tomorrow there’ll 
be plenty of work for him over the farm.

The horse was named for one of five 
brothers who came from Germany more 
than sixty years ago, who became prom- 
inent figures in Chicago as owners of 
hotels, restaurants, office buildings, the- 
aters, and cabarets. Karl Eitel, 82. died 
last week.

Foaled March 18, 1951, at George A. Hume 
Jr..s farm, Lexington, Queen Hopeful was sold 
to Hasty Houze for $5,800 at the 1952 Keeneland 
summer sales. She now has started 17 times, 
always has finished in the money. Last year she 
earned $169,534, and won the Arlington Lassie, 
Mademoiselle, and Princess Pat Stakes. She was 
rated the second best 2-year-old filly. (Evening 
Out, which beat her by a length and a half in 
the Matron Stakes, was judged the best in annual 
polls.) 

Queen Hopeful had started twice this season at 
Hialeah Park. She finished a close second to 
Sotto Voce in the Jasmine Stakes and won an 
allowance race. 

Roman, which was moved to Lou Doherty’s Stal- 
lion Station this season, was the leading sire of 
2-year-olds in 1953, principally because of the 
successes of Hasty Road and Queen Hopeful.

was declared out of the race last week 
by trainer Ben Jones. Jones said Duke’s 
Lea, a colt by *Blenheim I]—-Maud 
Lea. by Bull Lea, had a quarter crack. 
which probably occurred in the Santa 
Anita Derby on February 20. Determine 
won the Derby. with Duke’s Lea second. 

Duke’s Lea’s layoff ended plans for 
dividing the Calumet stable this spring. 
Originally, Jones was scheduled to go 
to Keeneland with ten Calumet horses: 
the others in the stable were to go to 
Bay Meadows under the direction of 
Jimmy Jones, All of the Calumet horses 
now will go to Bay Meadows.

Roaming has done all of his racing for Herman 
B. Delman, of New York City. He did not start at 
two. At three, he won five of n'ne races and placed 
in two others. Last year, he won the Churchill 
Downs and Myrtlewood Handicaps and _ finished 
second in the King Neptune and Absecon Island 
Handicaps.

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TAXATION 


Ontario Reduces Tax 


The government tax on pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at Ontario, Canada, race tracks will 
be reduced from 8 to 7 per cent, thereby 
cutting the takeout to 16 per cent. The 
announcement was made this week by 
Ontario Prime Minister Leslie Frost. 

In Ontario last year, $50,000,916 was 
wagered during the racing season, of 
which the tracks kept $4,500,000 and the 
government got $4,000,000. On the basis 
of a $50,000,000 handle this year, there 
would be a saving to the bettors of a half- 
million dollars. 


Opposes Higher Taxes 


A subcommittee of an Assembly Com- 
mittee of Revenue and Taxation last week 
announced that it would oppose any meas- 
ures to increase the State’s tax on pari- 
mutuel betting at Thoroughbred tracks in 
California, 

The subcommittee, set up to study 
racing taxes, had one recommendation: 
half of the State’s racing revenue, now 
going to local fairs and expositions, should 
be diverted to educational purposes. This 
would enrich the education program by 
about $8,000,000, the group said. 

The subcommittee’s reason for its op- 


position to higher taxes: racing just isn’t 
as profitable as it once was. 


After More Harness Dollars 


In line with recommendations of New 
York’s Moreland Act Commission, several 
bills calling for increases in the _pari- 
mutuel tax on harness-racing tracks were 
introduced in the New York legislature 
last week. All of them followed the form- 
ula suggested by the commission. 


The proposals call for a State tax of 5 
per cent of the daily handle up to $175.- 
000, 7 per cent from $175,000 to $300,000, 
8 per cent from $300,000 to $400,000, 9 
per cent from $400,000 to $500,000, 10 per 
cent from $500,000 to $600,000, and 11 
per cent of all over $600,000. 

Said Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, about the 
harness-racing industry: “From a poverty 
stricken, failing industry, it has mush- 
roomed too fast. and has grown too rich 
and fat for its own good. This made it a 
lush and lucrative field for every kind of 
abuse. 

“At some tracks. grossly excessive sal- 
aries have been paid, many of them to 
individuals who did no discernible work. 
. « . If excessive salaries and wasteful 
concessions are eliminated. and manage- 
ment practices improve, the pari-mutuel 
State take should allow a fair and reason- 
able return on investment.” 

The governor also asked for legislation 
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barring all public officials, legislators, and 
political leaders from owning stock in 
harness tracks, He also would prohibit 
these public figures from selling goods 
and services to the tracks. 

“Conceding the legality of the owner- 
ship of race track stock by anyone, it 
seems to me that so long as political own- 
ership is possible, there will always re- 
main the opportunity of political influ- 
ence for private gain. This possibility 
should be removed for all time to come,” 
he said.

SYDNEY 


Just after Hydrogen (Delville Wood— 
Sweet Sound) had passed *Phar Lap’s 
earnings record, I suggested that readers 
not take too much notice of the achieve- 
ment. Prize money has increased here, as 
elsewhere, in such proportion that the 
figures are not relevant to the respective 
merits of the horses. *Phar Lap was a 
champion among champions—some con- 
tend that Australia has never seen a better 
bit of horseflesh—and Hydrogen is just 
a good horse. 


Since I wrote that little piece for THE 
Bioop-Horse, Hydrogen has started in 
several races in Sydney and Melbourne 
and has failed dismally each time. He 
seems to have lost all form. 


On Saturday. February 27, he was a 
runner in the Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Flemington, Melbourne. The race was in 
honor of Her Majesty who was there with 
her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh, to 
see the event and make the presentations. 
The stakes, £10,000, highest ever offered 
in a weight-for-age race in Australia, went 
to the new glamor colt Cromis, which 


started a hot favorite and stalled off Flying 
Halo and the filly Olympic Girl in a stir- 
ring finish. The first and third in the 15%- 
mile race were 3-year-olds. The occasion 
was doubly royal, in that Helios, sire of 
the winner, was bred by the Queen’s 
father.

The day at Flemington was one of the 
most notable in Australia’s Turf history. 
The program also included the six-furlong 
Newmarket Handicap and the Australian 
Cup. 2;4; miles. a big double generally run 
on different days. and for good measure 
the seven-furlong Sires’. Produce Stakes 
for 2-year-olds. 


The Newmarket run up the straight six. 
went to the greatly improved Birdwood. 
which previously had won the Oakleigh 
Plate. Birdwood is another Delville Wood 
horse, out of Fairness. and he got his 
name because Birdwood, the great general 
in command of the Anzacs in the first 
World War. was noted for his fairness. 
A 4-year-old under 116 pounds, Birdwood 
started at 5 to 4 and “walked in” from 
a smart field of sprinters. Beau Chief 


The Australian Cup produced a very 
tight finish in which the consistent stayer 
Sunish, under 121 pounds, won by a head 
from the favorite Royal Radiant (115), 
with Captain Hunter (101) third, a length 
and a half back in the big field. Sunish 
is by the Hyperion horse Empyrean out 
of Rhoda, by Enfield. 

There was an upset in the Sire’s Pro- 
duce Stakes. which went to the 14-1 
Acramitis (Dhoti—Toompine), ridden by 
Reggie Heather, The hot favorite, In- 
dian Emperor. another son of Dhoti. was 
second, and the Masthead colt Spritsail 
third. 

These days Birdwood is the sprinting 
idol of Australia, and Cromis the best 3- 
year-old colt, destined apparently to go 
on to big things. Carioca has been out of 
action since a couple of failures in Sydney. 

After the above was written Hydrogen 
won the weight-for-age Queen’s Plate, 1°4 
miles, at Flemington. There was a noisy

demonstration as he trotted back to scale; 
the crowd was hostile because of the ap- 
parent reversal of form, I think the crowd 
was unduly emotional, since only three 
others ran, two of them, Wodalla and 
Olympic Girl, not up to weight-for-age 
racing, and the other, Aldershot, “over 
the hill,” a winner about every Pancake 
Day. In addition, the race was run in the 
slow time of 3:0314, more than eight 
seconds outside the record. These facts do 
not indicate that Hydrogen is as good as 
he used to be, but nevertheless his trainer, 
E. Hush, should be able to place him favor- 
ably and add to his record earnings. 


Chile’s Derby and Oaks 


Chile’s Derby, run in January at Val- 
paraiso, was won in the easiest fashion, 
by Santiago Lyon’s Vlasov, which had a 
margin of more than seven lengths over 
the second, Colaborador, The filly Taia 
was third, Sud Africa fourth. 


Vlasov is a colt by El Gaucho (by The 
Druid, by *Bahram) out of Vladivostock, 
by Milimetro (Tetrameter). second dam 
Ismenia, by Burlesco. His trainer, Juan 
Cavieres, has saddled 11 winners of the 
3-year-old classic. 

The Chilean Oaks, run in December at 
Santiago, fell to Camaree, which got a 
half-length decision over Taia, later third 
in the Derby. Camaree is by Cambronne 
II (by Congreve) out of Ginebrina, by 
Condalsolo. Both sire and dam were bred 
in Argentina. 


Yatasto No Correra Mas 


Yatasto, one of the outstanding runners 
in the history of Argentinian racing, has 
suffered a renewal of the injury to his 
right fore fetlock joint, and advices from 
Buenos Aires indicate that he will not run 
again. The son of Selim Hassan had been 
returned to training in the hope that he 
would prove sound enough to run in one 
or more of the South American interna- 
tionals, but the effort had to be abandoned. 

The 5-year-old horse probably will be 
put up for syndication. He is by Selim 
Hassan (by Hyperion out of Blandford’s 
half-sister Blanc Mange) out of Yucca, 
by Congreve, second dam Motherwort, by 
Spearmint.
